M Xcw York the Waste Paper Dealers' asso- 
ciation, unable to compete with the Salvation 


Armv on prices, petitions the attorney general 
to take a hand. They claim that the Salvation 
A-rmy, by conducting a big waste paper busi- 
ness." i? violating the provisions of the act under 
v:hich it wa? created as a religious and charit- 
able corporation. 


For instance, in one case, the Army bid $1.37 


per 100 pounds for old paper, while the next 
highest bid, by a commercial competitor was 
only 65 cents per 100 pounds. 


The average reader will not be interested 


in the technicalities of this squabble. But it 
will be both interesting and astonishing, that 
the collection of waste paper in New York City 
alone is a 15-million dollar industry. 


The Salvation Army is reconstructing a 


?even-?tory building in New York City to house 
and preside working facilities for 80 down-and- 
outers, also to include a store where the poor 
can buy salvaged and repaired clothing and 
household goods at very low prices. The money 
for this construction job—S30.000—was ob- 
tained by collecting waste paper at the back 
doors of New York households. 


Look at your waste basket. It is a symbol 


of one of the chief ways by which big fortunes 
will be made in the future. We have been so 
blessed with natural resources that we have 
gone along carelessly for generations and are 
only beginning to open our eyes to the possibil- 
ities of economy by the salvage route. This is 
true of all industries, in varying degrees. For 
instance, the early farmers in America mined 
the soil rather than farmed it. They sapped 
the very life from wonderfully rich and fertile 
earth—drained it of The best part of its vitality 
—and it is only within comparatively few years 
that there has been any widespread movement 
to replenish the soil's richness by commercial 


" fertilizer. 


There's a saying that Europe could live on 


the food we Americans waste in our garbage 
pails. An exaggeration, yes; but it illustrates 
a true principle. Slowly, however, we are learn- 
ing to economize with food, though a period 
of prosperity quickly starts the garbage pails 
overflowing. 


The cream has been skimmed from our 


natural resources. Scientific economy is be- 
c<~>ming compulsory. And economy on a big 
scale will be worked out in the laboratories. A 
tremendous start has already been made in 
that direction. Our future gold mines will be 
in the waste basket, the garbage pail, the ash 
heap and the trash pile. 


long as their legions could inarch out every 
year or two and find new countries to bring 
under tribute, and new populations to be forced 
into slavery—for the Roman public works were 
slave built. But we have to find our road funds 
out of our own pockets, and pay the going rate 
of*wages for the labor that builds them. 


On the whole, our road system does fairly 


well. Our roads may not last as long as the 
Roman roads without attention, but they carry 
,a traffic ten times heavier and more destruc- 
tive, we have miles of paved road where the 
Roman empire had yards, and the cost, though 
falling .upon all the citizens, is not excessive. 


The Good Roads EviJ 
, 


QTATE Highway Engineer A. R. Hirst notes 


that the state of the roads can be told by 


the accident reports. The more accidents, the 
better the shape of the roads. On poor roads, 
rough and slippery, people take care, just as 
they take care on curving, hilly highways. It 
is the good roads and the inviting straight 
stretches that tempt drivers to excessive speed 
and death or injury. Mr. Hirst's comment il- 
luminates the urgent need for education in 
safe driving and caution. In a comparatively 
few years there will be little but good roads in 
Wisconsin. If good roads mean death and in- 
jury, the highway program is not going to be 
an entirely unalloyed blessing. 


If you can drive safely on poor,roads, surely 


you can protect your car, your passengers and 
yourself on road^ where only deliberate reck- 
lessness and carelessness can bring you to in- 
jury. Get the habit! Avoid excessive speed and 
useless risks as you would avoid the commis- 
sion of a crime. Temptation will not make you 
steal or commit forgery. It is not less criminal 
to drive recklessly and the punishment is ever 
more severe if you fail to "get away with it." 


Old Stuff 


AXE hear? much about the wonderful roads 
^ of the ancient Roman?, some of them be- 
ing in use today, 2,000 years or so after they 
v.'ere built. Usually what one hears about Rom- 
an roads is in connection with some sort of a 
wallop at modern roads, the Roman Empire's 
constructions being brought up by way of 
comparison to show what road building- might 
actually accomplish, when properly done. 


So it is interesting to note that modern high- 


way engineers have been checking up on the 
ancient Roman road builders through the tech- 
nical knowledge of our own day. They find 
that the most famous Roman roads were solid 
masonry structures, several feet thick. The 
Appian Way for instance, might well be called 
a very wide, low stone wall j-ather than what we 
understand as a road. Moreover, the engineers 
fiote, the Romans had no six-ton trucks or 
f'ther modern high-speed traffic pounding 
over their roads.
